This is not tho flrsc military expedition that 
has been fiont against them, and they have 
leil this lawless existence for over thirty 
years. Thoy only marry among cuch other, 
and even tho youngest members of tbe iribe 
know liow to liandJo a gun. Their boldness 
is amazing, and they often visit Ajaccio in 
ilii-guisc, but tho inhabitants oro so afraid of 
theTn that they never, or scarcely ever, re- 
port their movements to tbo authorities. 
Through the fear they inspire they aro able 
to obtain provisions and ammunition, and 
•when tho "gendarmerie" get on their trail 
thoy aro invariably -warned by friendly ^il- 
lagers. 


MANY lirDING 1'I.ACES. 


Tho configuration of tho island is also of 


great assistance to tbo bandits: in fact, it 
would bo almost impossible for them to lead 
tho wild life of outlaws elsewhere than in 
Corsica. 
Impenetrable forests, precipitoui 


rocks and unexplored caverns render tho task 
of trai-king thcso outlaws a work of tho great- 
est difliculty and no little, danger. Corsica i< 
divided by a chain of mountains running 
north und south, their sides being covered 
u-iih a vigorous vegetation that reminds one 
of tbo forests primeval of tho now world. 
On leaving Ajaccio to go to Bastia tbo road 
ut onco rises at a sharp anglo to tho village 
of Bocognaoo, which was the starting point 
o£ the column that has gone in search of the 
Dellacoccia. 


It must bo borne in mind that the Corel- 


can banditti do not rosemblo those of other 
countries. In nearly overy case they have 
taken to tho forests to avengo some personal 
wrong. Hatred in Corsica is keen. It seom; 
to spring in tbo soil, flows in tho blood and it 
hnndccl down from one goneration to an- 
other. Each individual feels it to bo hif 
mission to administer justice according tc 
his own ideas. In spite of tho influence ol 
tho French, tho Corsican character still re- 
tains many of its original features, and the 
peaceful vil'.ngor will direct a brigand on hit 
way, warn him ot tho dangers that threaten 
him nnd even defend him in tho hour ol 
need. 


HARD TO STAMP OtTT. 


For this reason it has been found to bo im- 


possible to stamp out brigandage by meant 
ot local militia. The Corsica™ affect tc 


tirsc tbe bandits, but in reality they feel 


kindly towards them. This no doubt arises 
from the fact that deadly weapons being car- 
. ied by tbo entiro population of tlio -Island 
murders aro common, and tho assassin fli"; 
to the mountains and finds refuge with the 
bandits. 
Perhaps tho only measure thul 


would lay tho ax at the root of tho ovi'. 
would be tho passage of a decreo forbiddinf 
tlio wearing of deadly weapons. Could such 
a law bo enforced it would go far toward 
•H'ecting the moral regeneration of Corsica.

Nothing can ba farther from 
the truth. Very often an issue docs not con 
tain a line written by tbo editor. One o, 
these papers may have a dozen editors and 
500 correspondents. For an item of news 
even If it takes up but threo lines, tho corre- 
spondent who sends it is paid liberally 
though of course, a good deal Is sent in that is 
never published.— Sow York Graphic.
